dignntioii know no bounds. Threats of ro- 
ta] iution wero rife, and it Is bolievod that 
had there been an}* available ordnance in 
town tlio angry citizens would havo opened 
fire on tho insolent Canadians. 


As tho day advanced news was received 


from St. Andrews that tho Canadian cruiser 
Middlotou touched nt that port during the 
forenoon.

Why shouldn't wo do the 
same, especially when thoro are no cruisers 
about to seize our craft. 
Wo would bo more 


wary about entering your waters if your 
coast was guarded. 
As it is wo would bo 


considered fools to tie our vessels up to tho 
wharves simply because tho fish happen to be 
on tho Amorican side of tho bay."

Woods, u nogro, who on Thursday last as- 
saulted iho daughter of P. N. Starns, a Dela- 
ware township farmer, was takon from the 
jail hero Sunday morning by a raob and 
lynched. Shortly alter 5 o'clock thoj.ailei 
was aroused by a Imock at the jail door, and 
was informed by parties outside that tlioj- 
had a prisoner for him. TVTiilo dressing tho 
knocking grew louder, and tho jailer divin- 
ing what his visitors wanted, ha-stoncd to 
tbo telephone to alarm tho police. Before ho 
could do so the door was broken iu and the 
jailer was at onco overpowered. A blow 
I'rom a sledge hammer broke tho telephone 
to pieces. Tho keys wero taken from tho 
jailor nud tho mob soon had Woods in their 
possession. Some wero in favor of shooting 
him, 
but tho lender ordered different. 
. 


A ropo was placed around tho neck of tho 


negro, tho other end tied to tho ponimol of n 
saddle, tho order to mount was given, and 
away wont tho cavalcade, tho victim bound- 
Ing along after them at tho onil of tho ropo. 
Thus they rode through various streets until 
they had gono fully a mile. Then they dis- 
mounted, aud, finding the nogro dead, cut 
tho rope. Tho body was ontiroly nude, oxcop: 
that a, portion of tho trousers remained on 
ouo leg and a small pioco of tho shirt around 
one wrist The body presented a shocking 
spootaclo. It is hot tboughtprobablotimt an 
official investigation will bo made. 


LOUISVILIE, Ky., Jan. HI.—A week ago 


William Cornish, a farmer, 
living near 


Springflold, Ky., ou being rejected by Miss 
Lou Green, to whom ho had proposed 
mar- 


riage, drow a pistol and shot her through tho 
heart. Cornish escaped, but was capturoti 
on liondny las" and confined in tho Spring- 
field jail. Feoliug ran high, and Cornish, 
hoping to soften tho indignation, protended 
insanity and mndo a violent attack on tbo 
jailer in support of his ruso. Saturday night 
about 12 o'clock a baud of thirty-five masked 
men rode into tho littlo town and direct to 
the jail. 


The jailor refused to surrouder tho keys, 


and tho mob, seizing tho blacksmiths'tools in 
a neighboring shop, broke down tho doors oL' 
tho jail and cell. Placing tho prisoner's 
manacled hands on an anvil they frond him 
from the floor. 
Ho rocoguirad ono ot his as- 


sailants as an old acquaintance, and calling 
him by name, said ho hated to die this wny. 
No answer was given, aud no further appeal 
made. ' In silenco ho was mounted before ono 
of tho mob anil takon about t\vo miles from 
town and hung to a convenient tree. His 
body was cut do \vn by tho sheriff Sunday 
morning and hold for his family. 


HOW BOHLE WAS KILLED. 


Ungc-r Conrcsse.-* umt Suys It Wun in Self- 


Wercn.se. 


NEW YonK. Jan. SI.—Edward 
Unger, 


who is chargod with tho murder of August 
BoLlo, ut K ilidgo itroot, and afterwards 
shipping tlio mangled remains in a trunk to 
Baltimore, mado a full confession of tho hor- 
riblo tragedy Saturday night to Inspector 
Byrnes. After returning from tho Tombj 
police court in tho afternoon Uugor appeared 
very nervous, and when near tlio Central 
ofilco he turned to Inspector Byrnes and 
said: 


"You are trying to hang me, ain't you?'1 
"You know whether you havo committed 


any crime or not," tho inspector replied. 


On reaching headquarters tbo prisoner was 


taken to his cell and locked up. At (i o'clock 
in tho evening Onger was taken out of his 
cell and shown the trunk in which tho re- 
mains of Iiis victim had boon'packed. Tho 
accused man shuddered at tho sight of tho 
trunk and turned away. Tho saw, hammer, 
and knife were then shown him. The sight 
ot tho weapons with which tho crime had 
been committed was too much for tho 
wretched assassin, who almost fell to tho 
floor with fear. 
Tho prisoner was then led 


back to his cell again, but before being locked 
up Inspector Byrne told him that when ho 
was ready to toll the truth to let him know. 
|3 At 0 o'clock at night Unger called tho turn- 
key and requested an interview with tho in- 
spector. Tho prisoner was brought from his 
coll and takon to tho inspector's private office, 
where ho said ho wns ready to Tell tho wbolo 
truth. Unger then, in tho 'presence of In- 
spector Byrnes and several witnesses, made a 
statement of his crime. 


Ho said he and BoLlo lived together un- 


der an arrangement by which Bohle paid 
half tho rent and one-third tho household 
expenses; that on the night of Jau. 20 they 
had a quarrel, and Bohle attempted twice to 
stab him with ft knife; that ho (Ungor) got 
away and obtained a hammer, and when 
Bohle made at him bo struck him. with tho 
hammer, staggering him, aud then itriking 
again drove the 'hammer into his skull up to 
the bundle. Ho hid the body in tho room 
until next morning, and then cut it up, put- 
ting all of it into tho trunk that was shipped 
to Baltimore, except tbo hoad, which ho took 
on a ferryboat and dropped iato tho river. 
Ho claims that Bohlo was a very quarrei- 
somo man; tbat ho killed him in self-defense, 
and that his only purpose in concealing tho 
crime was to prevent disgrace attaching to 
himself aud family.
